I suppose that the dry-fly angler would 
smile with pitying contempt upon the 
humble remigian trollizg for pike with 
spoon bait ; yet that, too, has its skill and 
its moments. There is judgment needed 
to mark the curl of the water under wind 
and current, which will give the irresis- 
tible allure to the spoon that seems to 
flutter in the eddies like an autumn leaf 
under eddying wind; to beat in under the 


rushes and weeds, yet not to beat the 


stream unnecessarily, and not to get the 
hooks involved in the weed. There is a 
thrill. too, when the line quivers under 
the fingers, and one feels the pike essay 
the bait. 

If the catch is a small fish there is little 
skill in landing; but when the size 18 
sreater there is an art to play the fish to 
the boat-side without giving him a chance 
to get that strong tail of his in action on 
the surface before you are ready to land 
him: for if he does that, unless your hook 
is well swallowed, he is likely to break 
away.* The troller enjoys, as much as 
does the pursuer of trout or salmon, the 
moment when the large fish flounders in 
the béat’s bottom. It seems worth while 
to have-caught that fellow with his wicked 
ciant eyes and his gashing teeth, which 
will gi¥e a rare wound to the unwary 
handlers and he is a fine enough fellow 
with his sedge green livery aglitter. Pike 
have gone out of fashion for the table; 
but our ancestors, who, after all, knew a 
good thing when they tasted it, did not 
despise this fish, fresh from the water to 
the broiling and the bread-crumbs. 


Sea Fishing. 


A correspondent, writing on the recent 
article on “ Sea Fishing ’’,which appeared 
on thig page, mentions that excellent sea 
fishing: of the. landward variety can be 
obtained within an hour’s run of Dublin. 
Among those who prefer the solidity of the 
land, says he, to the rocking of a boat, the 
Wicklow south of Greystones is 
becoming increasingly popular. The coast

at.this point shelves very rapidly, with 


fhe result that, although the coast is not 
rocky, the fish come within easy reach of 
the shore. I have seen fishermen return- 
ing to town with good catches of “salmon” 
pollack, mackerel, and even of 
whiting and plaice. Fishing at the turn of 
the tide is always productive, but there is 
always plenty to be caught at other hours. 
Bait is supplied ready to hand in the shape 
of “ lug,’’ which can be dug out in the 
marsh land lying within fifty to a hundred 
vards of the coast. The only drawback to 
this fisherman’s paradise is a particularly 
venomous green crab, which usually dines 
heartily at the expense of enthusiasiic 
visitors.

MEMORIAL TO GREAT 
IRISH ANTIQUARIAN.

interesting ceremony took place yester- 
aiternoon in the National Museum, 
Dublin, when a memorial 
to the late Mr. George Coffey, former 
of Irish Antiquities, was unveiled by 
Dermod O’Brien, President of the 
oyal Hibernian Academy. Among those 

esent at the unveiling were—Professor A. 

amilton Thompson, Lieutenant-Colonel B. 
S.Brown, and the members of the Royal 
At Institute at present visiting 
Adolf Mzahr, Mr. George 
O'Brien, h.H.A.; Senator Hooper, Professor 
H. A. S. Macalister, Professor É. H. Alton. 
i.D., ‘T.C.D.; the Marquis MacSwiney, Mr. 
Farrington, and others. The memorial 
tablet, which was surmounted by a relief 
of the head of the late Mr. Coffey was 
executed by Mr. Oliver Sheppard, R.H.A. 

Mr. Dermod O’Brien, R.H.A., in a brief 
speech before unveiling the tablet. referred 
to Mr. Coffey’s associations with the 
National Muséum. He had been appointed 
Keeper of Irish Antiquities in 1897, and had 
held this position until he retired in 1914. 
two years before his death. His work during 
his period of office had consisted in the 
classification and arrangement of their col- 
lection of Irish relics. 

Professor R. A. S. Macalister, who next 
spoke, said he did so as representative of 
the Royal Irish Academy in the absence of 
Dr. Lloyd Praeger, the President. The 
Academy were. represented at Qhis ceremony, 
because as a body they had been responsible 
for the gathering together of the collection 
of Irish antiquities at present housed in the 
National Museum. He, the speaker, could 
speak from personal knowledge and study of 
the work of George Coffey. One of Mr. 
Coffey’s greatest claims to be commemorated 
was that he had recognised the work done 
for archeology by Continental investig-tors. 
To him also ‘ay the credit of being the first 
to apply European principles to Irish 
archeology. He had found the National 
collection a mere gathering of antiques, and 
had left it an encyclopedia of Irish culture.

SWIMMING AND MUSIC.

Mr. O'Mahony, ex- 
Auditor of the Gaelic Society, paid two of 
his flying visits, and Mr. McCarthy Willis 
stayed one night before embarking on a 
eoracle that bore him to the large Blasket 
Island. Their accommodation in the hostel, 
or, as it is better known, the shack, seems 
to have been rather limited. The shack 
contains three bedrooms, an entrance hall 
and a kitchen cum living room cum dining- 
room. In this last apartment, used for social 
purposes,-the men gathered at night to listen

to a local bard, who related in Irish his- 
torical legends of the district; and here for 
five hours every night the schoolmaster of 
Ballyferriter gave instruction in the language. 

The day-time was taken up by such restful 
pastimes ‘as sun-bathing and exploring Slea 
Head, which shows evidences of every age 
since pre-Celtic times. Despite their limita 
tions in the matter of vocabulary, the 
students of Irish got along very well with 
{he natives and were particularly struck by 
the heartv welcome which they received.

Among the newcomers 
will be Messrs. MacNeice and Reeves, both 


strong supporters of the scheme. 

A group with less intellectual tastes that 
also ae returned from the healthy life in 
the open spaces is the Officers’ Training 
Corps.

-The Two Defences. 


Two defences of. .the Free State’s 
‘Dominion status are ..open to ‘her 
Ministers., One is insistence upon the 
enormous access of .prestige. and security 
which this status has. brought to the 
young. Dominion. |The other defence is 
that Dominion status is a mere: matter 
of expediency, involving, perhaps, some 
obligations of. the head, but no obligations 
of the heart. The Minister for External 
Affairs adopted this latter defence yester- 
day .against the Republican assault. in 
Dail Eireann. His Government was a 
party to the report of the last Imperial 
Conference, for which he now invited 
the Ddil’s approval. This course in- 
volves acceptance of a British statute, 
and Mr. McGilligan was eager to 
show that such acceptance was a bare 
formula, which need arouse no suspicion 
in the most exigent Irishmen. ‘‘ The 
British monarch as King,’’ he said, “ was 
finished entirely, so far as the Free State 
was concerned, and everything done was 
at the will of the Irish. people.” In fact, 
Mr. McGilligan did his best to meet 
Fianna Fail a little more than half-way ; 
but his efforts were vain. Mr. de Valera’s 
party, though it can swallow its own oath 
of allegiance to the King, cannot swallow 
Mr. McGilligan’s apologetics. If, and when, 
thev take office, said Mr. S. T. O'Kelly, 
they will strive to undo the work of the 
last ten years, and to seeure a Republic 
which, by some unexplained feat of 
political. alchemy, will include the six 
counties,of Northern Ireland. 

The Dáil has risen for three months, 
and, when it reassembles, the country will 
be three months nearer tothe general elec- 
tion... Fianna Fdil’s. declaration in the 
Dail .yesterday must be regarded, there- 
fore,.as timely. In the coming holiday 
from politics the people will have oppor- 
tunity to: ponder its full -significance. We 
assume ..that Mr. de. Valera and his 
colleagues are sincére—they would be 
deeply. insulted if we should assume 
otherwise. It follows that, if Fianna Fail 
wins: the next. general election. and -,has a 
working majority in the new Ddil, the 
Free State. will. be: faced: with: another 
revolution. Mr. de Valera will denounce 
the. Anglo-Irish ‘settlement. ‘He will with- 
hold the land annuities, and—perhaps, at 
the very moment when a Conservative 
Government in England is establishing 
protective tariffs—he will simultaneously 
remove the Free State from the British 
Empire and will erect. a lofty barrier of 
tariffs against British goods. The results 
of such a policy leap to the eye. 


England need not land a single soldier 
in the Free State—she is more likely to 
say, “By all means,‘ take your Republic, 
it’’—but she will 
declare a war of trade. After three months 
of such a war the Free State’s hardly- 
won prosperity will have dissolved in 
ruins. Her eredit will be extinct; her 
cattle trade will have ceased to exist; 
her farmers will be bankrupt; her in- 
dustries will have vanished. Mr. de 
Valera will ‘find himself the president of 
a republic, indeed—but of a dead re- 
public. : ,

The Free State Road Traffic Bill was 
‘introduced by the Minister for Local 
Government in Dáil Kireann yesterday. 
_Its full text was expected to have been in 
the hands of deputies before the House 
rose for the summer vacation, but it is 
not yet ready and will not be available 
for about a fortnight. Already we have 
published a forecast of the new bill’s 
‘provisions, which are contained in one 
hundred clauses. It will embrace the 
whole area of the Free State and will 
deal with every form of road traffic. Such 
a measure is needed badly. The existing 
traffic regulations are out of date, and it 
is high time that they should be co- 
ordinated and brought into line with 
modern requirements. One of the most 
important items in the new bill will be 
its provisions for driving tests. It seems 
that no tests will be enforced on drivers 
of private motor cars, but before they «re 
given a licence to drive they will be re- 
quired to make a declaration of physi-al 
fitness. Drivers of omnibuses, taxi-cabs 
and hackney cars, on, the other hand, will 
be subjected to strict examination. This 
innovation is better than nothing ; but. we 
still think that nobody ought to be 
allowed to drive a motor car—private or 
otherwise—until he or she. has satisfied 
the authorities that the public safety will 
not be endangered by the granting of a 
licence. Every intelligent motor driver 
knows that the roads of the Free State at 
present are infested by incompetents of 
both sexes: who constitute a peril to them- 
selves and to every other user of th¢ high- 
ways. .The only way in which’ such per- 
sons can be eliminated*is by the institu- 
tion.of the strictest possible driving tests, 
and until such tests: ate enforced no 
amount of legislation will make the roads 
sale. Despite: minor defects, which may 
be remedied in Committee, the new bill 
will be. most welcome. _ It must not be 
confused with the Transport Bill, which 
is also on the stocks and is even more im- 
portant. The mere fact that the two bills 
are being handled by different Ministers— 
one by Mr. Mulcahy and the other by 
Mr. McGilligan—is an indication of the 
chaos that exists in Free State transport 
affairs. There is no real co-ordination. 
Constant over-lapping interferes with effi- 
ciency, and until all the transport services 
in the twenty-six counties are gathered to- 
gether under the agis of a Ministry for 
Transport there can be very litile hope 
of a change for the better. The new 
Trafic Bill will be useful, so far as it 
goes ; but at the best it is only patchwork 
Roads, streets, railways, canals, even air 
ways—all means of communication in the 
Free State are governed by the same 
problems and must be regulated in the 
same way. Until the Free State Govern- 
ment recognises this fact there can be no 
real progress.

Caste Troubles. 


If it is true that the caste system in 
India is waning slowly among the higher 
orders—indeed, Brahminica] anxiety upon 
this point long has been manifest—the 
development is being counteracted among 
the Depressed Classes. An instance of 
such artificial care for “a supposititious 
dignity is reported now from the Nizam’s 
dominions. The officer in charge of the 
Hyderabad State Well-sinking Department 
has experienced the greatest trouble in his 
work with these people, who complain 
loudly if a well is sunk, in close proximity 
to their own, for persons whom they deem 
to be inferior. High caste Hindus, on the 
other hand, are reasonably tolerant, unless 
the outcast’s well is cheek by jowl with 
their own water supply. In this emergency 
the officer held a Depressed Classes 
Durbar, and_ prevailed upon a well-known 
pleader, renowned for his social work, 
to address the low-born upholders of exclu- 
Example was added to precept. 
A ‘semi-rotary pump was fixed with due 
pomp, and was operated by the: humble 
hands of Madigas and Dhers. The pleader 
and two Brahmins, who had been found 
willing to sacrifice the prejudices of over a 
thousand years in the cause of social pro- 
gress, gravely drank the unworthily 
obtained’ water, but this argument 
failed to convince the audience. With 
one voice the more exalted among the 
Depressed Classes refused to drink water 
from a pump which had been but touched 
by a lower-caste man. Such is the effect 
of a thin Hindu veneer on non-Aryan 
peoples in India. They have adopted the 
chains with which theit conquerors en- 
slaved them, and they are using them to 
shackle members of their own. race. 
Authority may be pardoned if it regards 
efforts to emancipate such people as so 
much waste of time.

Taste in Books. 


Since the year 1918 we have been fur- 
nished with a spate of books which have 
fallen sharply into three categories. The war 
book and the detective story have predomi- 
nated, while the alleged ‘‘ realistic ” novel 
undeserved notice from writers and 
reviewers alike. Though the cognoscenti 
have been aware for some time that enough 
of these productions was as good as a feast. 
the public has been more dilatory in its 
verdict. Now, however, the annual report 
of the Croydon Public Libraries shows that 
the average reader is bec oming weary 
of such fare. These libraries issue over 
a million books a year, and thus their 
experience furnishes no mean guide of 
the general taste. Croydon, in any case, 
not only reports a marked decrease in the 
demand for detective stories and war books. 
but has observed a steady and gratifying 
fidelity to the great classics. Dickens 
remains eet the crest ot favour, and 
Thackeray is “‘ prorime aceessit."” In the 
next rank é popular esteem are Jane 
Austen, Charlotte Bronté and Anthony 
Trollope ; and we trust that the trend of 
opinion may be detected in such choices. 
Some people have claimed that the first 
author who will tell a story to-day which 
shall be well written and innocent of the 
Freudian complexes and these overstressed 
“isms ’’ that have burdened - post-war 
writing, is assured of a fortune. Where 
tastes are concerned, positive opinions are 
dangerous ; but more unlikely theories have 
been proved to be true. Actually, the 
probable answer is that any story which 
its author writes because he must write it 
will be read with pleasure; books written 
foxy any other reason can be ignored.

It must 
require subsequent adjustment in the light 
of exchange and. adaptation to changing 
needs. It is essential in my view that 
the scientific adjustment and adaptation 
of a tariff should be taken out of the hands 
of politicians—taken as far from politics 
as you can, 


A ‘TARIFF COMMISSION. 

The right way to achieve these ends 
would be to set up a permanent tariff 
commission—non-political—on whose re- 
commendation tariffs would be made, sub- 
ject only to the assent of Parliament. The 
status of the Commissioners ought to be 
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lifted far above the stress of party 
politics, as is that of His Majesty’s 
judges. The Commissioners should be 
sufficiently remunerated to be absolutely 
independent, and able to give their whole 
time to the task. The aim: should be to 
ensure that the Commission would com- 
mand the unquestioned confidence of the 
public, and of all branches of industry 
and commerce, employers and employés 
alike. 

Such a commission would not settle 
tariff policy. That must be the: function 
of the Government. Their duty would be 


to advise authoritatively the Government: 


of the day on the detailed application of 
the tariff as it affected one commodity and 
another. It was of the greatest import- 
ance that duties should be such as would 
assist, and not impede, our competitive 
power in export markets. 

If an exporting trade should find that 
its competitive power was being injured 
by a duty on any of its materials, it 
should have an opportunity to state its 
case before such a tariff comniission as 
he had outlined. The fact could be sifted 
by the Commission, and a report could be 
made to the Government whether it was in 
the national interest or not thet such con- 
cession should be made. 

Again, the Tariff Commission would 
hear any case in*which it alleged that 
under the shelter of the tariff consumers 
were being exploited and _ profiteering 
existed. If the case was proved, the Com- 
mission could recommend the reduction or 
the removal of the duty in question, ‘* and 
we should not hesitate to act,’’ added Mr. 
Baldwin. 


QUICK AND EFFECTIVE ACTION. 

We could ensure quick and effective 
action by an emergency tariff, and through 
the work cf such a Commission we ‘could 
ensure that the tariff would be scientifi- 
cally and fairly adjusted to ensure the best 
possible results as the policy which the 
country desires. 

In another case an industry might find 
the original rate of duty inadequate for 
effective protection. Then it could state its 
case to the Commission, and the Commis- 
sion could also hear the case of the op- 
ponents—if. there were opponents—and 
make its report to the Government, and 
before recommending any increage in the 
duty it would have to be satisfied that the 
industry was doing its work efficiently, 
and that the increase would be in the 
general interest. The reports gf such a 
Commission should always be laid before 
Parliament, so that its findings would be 
known. 

I cannot pretend for one moment that 
anything that I or anybody else can do 
can help this -country in. her industrial 
distress so long as the open market 
is preserved, and so long as we make 
no attempt to make arrangements 
and agreements with our own Empire. 
I have always held the view that not until 
this country puts itself upon an equality 
with other countries in the world with her 
fiscal system will it. be possible for her to 
begin that bargaining which I firmly 
believe will end in an easing of tariff 
duties thronghout the world. 

So long as that advantage is open to the 
foreigner of being able to run his mass 
production at the expense of our workmen, 
go long will they maintain their high 
tariffs. When once the world has learned 
that there is no free market into which 
these surpluses can be shot, then, for the 
first time, the world will beyin to think. 
Then, it may be, our opportunity will 
come, and we may be able to get, by 
negotiation and by agreement, a reduction

The introduction of the Road ‘Traffic 
Bill yesterday in the Dail by Mr, Mulcahy, 
Minister for Local Government, marks an 
important advanice in connection with a 
measure which is anxiously looked for by 
the public. On the 20th February last 
the ocr! Times published some of the 
main features of the proposéd bill, but, no 
doubt, since then it has undergone a good 
deal of revision. ; 

In fhe main, however, most of the out- 
standing features’ are unaltered. The bill 
will apply to the whole of the Free State. 
It is very comprehensive, and will contain 
over a’ hundred ‘clauses, dealing with 
traffic regulations’ in all aspects, with the 
running of motor cars, ‘buses, -hackney

carriages, lorries, taxis and every form of 
vehicle. It will also concern itself with 
the licensing of. drivers, the powers of 
the police in connection with vehicular 
traffic, the adequate insurance both of 
individuals. on the car or vehicle and 
third-party risks. 

The police will have power to arrange 
"bus stands in the city—that is to say, 
recognised points from which ‘buses will 
start on their respective journeys. 

The question whether drivers should 
be tested before being granted driving 
'm'nces is a matter upon which ‘there is 
much diversity of opinion. Some hold that 
no one should be licensed to drive unless 
The bill 
will not provide any test for the driver of 
a private car, Such driver, however, will 
be obliged to make a declaration as to 
health and physical fitness. Tests will. 
however, be prescribed for drivers of 
"buses, taxis and hackney cars. Such 
drivers must be of a specified age. 

“ JOY-RIDING.”’ 

Steps will be taken in the bill to pro- 
vide for adequate punishment for what is 
known as “ joy-riding ’’—that is where un- 
authorised persons take another person's 
car without authority. The plan already 
in operation in England is likely to be 
adopted here. 

It had been hoped to have the full text 
of ‘the new bill in the hands of deputies 
before the adjournment for the recess, but 
this, was found to be impracticable: Its 
preparation is now well advanced, and it 
seems certain that it will be available in a 
couple of weeks time. 

This bill must not be confused with the 
forthcoming Transport Bill, for which the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce is 
responsible. 

he Transport Bill. will deal with the 
situation confronting the railways in the 
Free State, and will probably sanction the 
closing of several branch lines, which are 
held to be uneconomic. ‘Also, the ques- 
tion of irregular competition in the carry- 
ing trade and ‘bus problems of various 
kinds will be déalt with. 


PETROL REDUCED 
AGAIN. 


PENNY TAKEN OFF FROM 
TO-DAY. 
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The price of petrol in the Irish Free 
State will be reduced by one penny per 
gallon as from to-day, 

When the Irish B.P. Company, the Irish- 
American Oil Company, and Shell-Mex, 
Ltd., were questioned on the matter they 
stated that prices in the Irish Free State 
would be reduced all round by one penny 
per gallon. Retail prices will, therefore, 
work out somewhat as follows :—

Similar reductions will come into force 
to-day in Great Britain and Nort‘crn 
Ireland. 

It is announced by the national petrol 
distributing companies in Great Britain 
that on and from to-day the price of 
all grades of petrol, including benzol and 
benzol mixture, will be reduced ld. per 
gallon. Russian Oil Products, Ltd., 
announce a reduction of ld. per gallon on 
all grades of their motor spirit, and a 
similar announcement is made by the 
National Benzole Company, Ltd. 

The last general reduction in prices 
announced by the national petrol dis- 
tributing companies was a penny a gallon 
off wholesale and retail motor spirit and 
benzole mixtures towards the end of May, 
bringing the price in the London zone to 
ls. 34d. per gallon. Immediately after 
the Budget, in which an additional tax 
of 2d. per gallon was imposed, prices were 
raised by that amount, but at the be- 
ginning of March. the retail prices of 
nationally distributed brands of motor 
spirit were reduced by 2d. . 

The present price is the same as‘it was 
before the twopence tax was imposed in 
the Budget.

The 
Countess Matilda is notorious because she 
caused two centuries of trouble between 
the Popes and the Emperors of the Holy 
Roman FEimpire by giving a large part of 
central Italy to her friend, Pope Gregory 
VII. 

Signor Mussolini was informed by the 
Prefect of Rome of the discovery at an 
early hour yesterday, while he was en- 
gaged in starting the aeroplanes for the 
race round Italy.

The possible and desirable emergence of a

Stern measures are being taken by the 
police to-day to stem the wave of Com- 
munist and Nazi disturbances which swept 
last night and early this morning through 
the Rhine and Ruhr district, causing a 
number of casualties. 

The towns where clashes have occurred 
include Darmstadt, Coblentz, Dusseldorf 
and Gelsenkirchen. 

At the latter town the police were still 

busy at dawn to-day clearing the streets 
and conducting house-to-house searches for 
tgouble-makers. 
Communists dramatically seized control 
of three streets last night, when, at a pre- 
arranged signal, the street lamps of the 
entire district were suddenly smashed, 
leaving the police and ‘pedestrians in total 
darkness, 

Every shop window that was not pro- 
tected was smashed. Over thirty fruit, 
meat, vegetable and cigar shops were 
plundered, and barricades of paving-stones 
were hurriedly erected. The police were 
held at bay until ‘they finally gave up the 
attack, put a ring round the district, and 
waited until dawn to start clearing the 
streets. 

At Dusseldorf the unemployed attempted 
to stage a demonstration, but came into 
collision with the police. 

At Coblentz the Communists tore up

DR. BRUNING’S 
STATEMENT. 


HOPES TO CLEAR THE 
SITUATION. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BERLIN, Friday. 

The Chancellor, Dr. Briining, and the 
Foreign Minister ,Dr. Curtius, with their 
staff left for Paris to-night. 

In a statement issued before their 
departure the Chancellor stated that they 
had not been given an opportunity for 
personal contact with the French states- 
men, the desire for which he had ex- 
pressed in his recent broadcast speech. 
They were going to Paris with the desire 
to open up a mutual exchange of views, 
the result of which, they hoped, would 
pave the way ‘for co-operation in a spirit 
of confidence. The conversations would 
be all the more fruitful, as they would 
have at the same time an opportunity of 
meeting the British Foreign Minister and 
the American Secretary of State. 

They would continue their journey to 
London for the purpose of proceeding with 
the exchange of views. ‘The statement 
concludes : 

‘I hope this personal contact will 
clear the situation and will provide a 
visible means of international soli- 
darity.’’ 


TALKS BY TELEPHONE.

NEW EMERGENCY DECREE. 

A new emergency decree dealing with 
the Press was issued last_ night. The im- 
portant part of it is that newspapers, 
periodicals and magazines are now com- 
pelled to publish free of charge and in 
their entirety all manifestos, proclama- 
tions, and so on of the Government oí 
the Reich. The space to be given by 
papers to such a statement can also be 
decided by the Government. Newspapers 
which publish articles attacking the 
Government are not allowed to comment 
on the Government’s reply to the attack 
in the same issue of the paper. 

The reason for this decree is to prevent 
the opposition, especially the Nationalist 
journals, from publishing serious attacks 
on the Government policy and refusing to 
publish the latter’s standpoint, as they 
are in the habit of doing. Now they can 
be forced to publish the Government’s 
reply to their attacks.

As a political counter-part Germany 
must promise a political moratorium 
for ten years—that is, no increase in 
military expenditure, and adherence 
to the status quo in Europe.

WAR ON THE SLUMS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Srr,—With regard to Dublin slum clear- 
ance. I venture to suggest that the premium 
bond system is one which might very suit: 
ably be employed as a means towards raising 
the necessary funds. A national housing loan 
presents obvious difficulties. In the first 
place, the money will be more or less un- 
productive from a strictly financial pomt sg 
view, as several of the speakers stated at the 
public meeting in the Mansion House—a 
consideration which makes such a loan a bad 
precedent, no matter how urgent or desirable 
the object may be. There are many instances 
in Europe at the present moment of the un- 
fortunate results which follow from the 
addition to the public debt of a country of 
large sums earmarked for more or less un- 
productive purposes. The second great 
objection to a housing loan is that it would 
have to rank, as regards interest, with the 
other national loans on approximately a 44% 
basis; and this interest would not be earned 
from house rents, if the really necessitots 
families were to be catered for. | 

The great attraction of a premium bond is 
that it combines genuine investment with a 
speculative appeal; consequently the question 
* interest is of minor importance. It 1s 
suggested that an issue of £200,000 be made 
during the first year, divided in 40,000 bonds 
of £5 apiece, repayable without interest in 
five years’ time; but that simple interest at 
3% ‘be calculated to accrue on the bonds 
during this period, producing a sum of 
£30,000, and that this sum be distributed as 
prizes among the bondholders at the end of 
the period. There might be one prize of 
£5, five of £1,000 apiece, ten of £500, 
fifty of £100, 500 of £10 and 5,000 of £1. 
A similar issue would be made every year 
for five years, when £1,000,000 would have 
been collected and the repayment of the 
yearly issues would begin. Thus the 
individual investor would have the certainty 
of getting his money back at the end of five 
years, coupled with the possibility of a _— 
cash prize. The majority would probably be 
willing to renew their bonds for another five 
years in the hope of better fortune. At the 
end of the first period of five years rents 
coming in from the rebuilt houses would be 
sufficient to pay the interest required for the 

early drawings and, perhaps, 4% for sink- 
ing fund as well. State sanction and guarantee 
would be essential. Every year’s issue would, 
of course, be drawn for as it became due. 

It might be possible to work the scheme 
ona larger scale than that outlined. Probably, 
however, in its initial stages it would be as 
well not to ask for too much, in case sub- 
scriptions fell off during subsequent vears. 
It would seem, however, that, if Ireland can 
produce over £200,000 several times during 
the year for a sweepstake in which there is 
only the merest possibility of any return 
whatever, the same amount could be forth- 
coming when the gamble is combined with a 
genuine investment. The bonds should be in 
bearer scrip, transferable in the open market 
in the ordinary way, free of stamp duty. 
Towards the end of the valor Mivione oc i period 
they would probably command a small 
premium on the chances of a prize. This 
negotiability is very important, as there are 
many who would not lock away £5 for 
several years if they thought they could not 
realise the money at any moment. The unit 
figure of £5 may be too large, but a smaller 
amount would greatly increase administration 
expenses. 

It should be pointed out that, between the 
dates of subscription and actual expenditure, 
the capital would earn sufficient in  short- 
term bills to pay all administration expenses 
and provide the nucleus of a sinking fund. 
It might even be possible to attract the 
money with a prize fund calculated on a 2% 
basis, but this change would depend on the 
success of the first issues.—Yours, etc.,

TRAFFIC PROBLEMS. 


T® THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—As a motorist occasionally requiring 

to use tthe car parks provided in the south 
side of the city, I generally find it impossible 
to secure a berth on any of the allotted 
spaces On investigation I find that the 
cause of the difficulty is the practice of large 
numbers of suburban residents driving into 
town to business in the morning, and 
faraging their cars for eight of nine hours 
daily in the most congested area in the city. 
, this practice is allowed to continue, although, 
when the parkihg places were allotted, definite 
time limits were fixed, so that the present 
abuses of the privilege would not arise. 
Consequently, when a legitimate hour or twe 
hour “stopper’’ comes along, no accom 
modation is available. This state of affairs 
would not be allowed in any of the busy 
English or Continental centres; and, in view 
of the fact that 670 more pleasure cars were 
imported into the Free State in the first 
quarter of 1931 than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1930, it is imperative that this 
consideration of the all-day parkers should 
cease, and the general motoring public receive 
equitable treatment. 

Another practice which is freely permitted 
all over the city is the garaging of unlighted 
cars all night, in even the main thorough 
fares. The time is now overdue for a general 
tightening up of traffic regulations, as most 
of the streets are so congested ae to be use- 
less to cope with the traffic efficiently. It 
is @ proved theory that, to relieve congestion 
of the main centres, you must keep the side- 
streets free in order to tempt drivers to use 
the alternative way out. Unfortunately, in 
Dublin, the motorist knows to his cost that 
to leave a main artery mgans a wade-through 
masses of ' dumped ” transport. The user 
of the streets should be afforded every 
opportunity of reaching his destination.—

SIR VICTOR SASSOON 
LEAVING INDIA. 
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NEW ENTERPRISE IN 
CHINA. 


From REUTER'S CORRESPONDENT. 
BOMBAY, Friday. 

Sir Victor Sassoon, the prominent Eng- 
lish business man and racehorse owner. 
who has vast interests in India, is biddinz 
Rombay good-bye in October with a view 
to making China his principal centre of 
commercial activity. 

Sir Victor told Reuter’s Correspondent 
that the reason for his decision was that 
the outlook for the foreigner in India did 
not seem to be bright. ‘‘ What with Indian 
competition and political instability there 
has been considerable contraction in the 
business of my firm in India, with the re- 
sult that practically the only stakes we 
have are the textile mills and mill- 
management,”’ declared Sir Victor, wh»? 
added that he foresaw considerable dis. 
order in India under ‘‘ Swaraj.”’ 

On the other hand, the civil wars and 
other troubles from which China had 


| suffered for the past 50 years would soon 


he over, and both the Chinese Government 
and the Nanking Banks were keen on 
launching big schemes for the development 
of the country with the aid of foreign 
capital and experience. 

Asked what he proposed to do regarding 
his racing establishments in Bombay and 
Poona, Sir Victor said he wished to con- 
tinue them for the present, as he did not 
wish to cause dislocation and unemploy- 
ment among those connected with his 
stables. He added that he hoped to visit 
India every three years for short periods. 

Sir Victor, who is the elder brother of 
Sir Philip Sassoon, was formerly a mem- 
ber of the India Legislative Assembly, and 
of the Royal Commission to investigate 
labour conditions in India.

“AS PRESIDENT. 
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HE ethics of patenting medical dis- 
ooveries for the subject of an 
, Interesting discussion at the opening 
session of the British Medical Association’s 
unnual conference at Eastbourne yesterday. 
'‘ The discussion arose on the following reso- 
lution, moved by Dr. A, Lyndon, on behalf 
of the Association's Couned — 
“That, while adhering to the traditional 
professional usage, in accordance with 
which it is unethical for any medical 


practitioner who discovers or invents any’ 


substance or principle likely to be of 
value in the treatment of patients, to act 
against the public interest by unduly 
restricting the use of such discovery for 
his personal advantage, the Association 
recognises the propriety of using the ar- 
rangements made by law for the protec- 
tion, by patent or otherwise, of such dis- 
coveries, and the reward of those who 
have made them, provided the principles 
enunciated are duly safeguarded,” 

After a long debate the. resolution was 
amended by substituting for the first four 
words ‘‘ that this Association approves,’’ and 
deleting the last portion referring to the use 
of patents. In this form it was carried. 


EFFECT OF THE PROPOSAL. 

Dr. H. B. Brackenbury, Chairman of the 
Council, explained that tlie effect of the 
amended resolution was to stress the ques- 
tion of restricting the use of discoveries, 
whereas former regulations condemned the 
taking out of patents, 

Dr. Lyndon, in moving the original resolu- 
tion, said that the Council, after declaring 

woe that some forin of pro- 
tection was nécessary 
for research workers, 
was also influenced 
by the fact that there 
were foreign countries 
which took a diffe- 
rent view of the 
ethics of patenting, 
particularly Germany 
and Switzerland, 
where an enormous 
amount of research 
work had been going 
on in connection 
with synthetic chemi- 
cals, ' it is possible,” 
he said, ‘‘for an 
English inventor to 
make a very valuable discovery and publish 
the results, but not patent it <A foreign 
competitor can then patent it, and prevent 
the Englishman from making use of his own 
researches. 

‘* The. Council is advised that the patent 
laws do not exist for the benefit of the in- 
dividual, but. of the community. It believes 
that they should. make it possible for a re- 
search worker to Em lis researches by 
means of patent. Patenting does not mean 
secrecy, but publicity.” 

The Chairman. of the meeting (Dr. C. 0O. 
Hawthorne) said that the carrying of the 
motion would mean that it would replace a 
former decision condemning patents. 


AN INVENTION. 

Dr. J. 8S. Manson, of Warrington, told of 
an American doctor who, in 1854, patented a 
trap for catching tape worms. It was a small 
spring trap, which was baited and swallowed 
by the patient, while the physician was at the 
other end of the string waiting for a bite. 
Had it been a success it would probably have 
given rise to a new form of specialisation, 
very congenial to augling members of the 
medical profession. (Laughter. ) 

Dr. R. D. Mothersole, of Bolton, said that 
if patents were to be taken out in a wholesale 
way by medical practitioners it might create 
a dangerous feeling. They could not contem- 
plate what the result might be. 

Mr. H. 8S. Souttar, of London, said that 
the question of patents was of great im- 
parsers to British industry. Had there 
een proper patents, the whole of the aniline 
would have belonged to this 
country, and not to Germany. There would 
then have been no war, The war depended 
upon the possession by, Germany of that 
industry. 

Sir Robert Bolam, Newcastle, in moving 
to amend the resolution, described Mr. 
Souttar’s speech as “a patriotic ballad ” and 
“a Union Jack herring drawn across the 
trail.’’ “The essential thing,” he added, 
‘is the usage of the profession.”’ 

Mr. Souttar said that the whole point 
was the question of Germany and Switzer- 
land. ‘‘It is a lamentable situation,” he 
went on, “ that medical men in this country 
engaged in synthetic chemical research 
should be precluded from protecting the 
products of their brains.” 

!he amended resolution then was carried. 


ROAD ACCIDENTS. 

Dr. EF. R. Fothergill, of Hove, inoved that 
the Conucil should have referred to them for 
consideration the question of ensuring that 
the fees.of medical practitioners called to 
road accidents were paid. 

“if the profession were united, and made 
a uniform claim,” he said, “the large 
insurance societies would support it.’’ 

br. B. H. Pain of Southborough, said that 
in 80 per cent. of cases doctors called to 
road accidents were not paid their fees. He 
criticised the Association's Medico-Political 
Committee for having done nothing in the 
matter.. “They have been fiddling while 
Rome was burning,’ he said; “I suggest 
that they have been Bone idle.” (Laughter.) 
(Dr. Bone is Chairman of the Committee). 
Dr. Pain suggested that doctors should report 
to the police their services at accidents, arid 
also report to somé central agency, who 
would collect their fees for them. 

The fesolution was carried. 


THE IRISH SWEEPSTAKES. 

The Chairman, replying to a welcome by 
the Mayor, referred to the Irish sweepstakes. 
The meeting, he said, would, doubtless, 
engage the interest of the successful and now 
plutocratic ticket-holders, and also oí the 
largér body of subscribers, who might find 
some. compensation for their frustrated hopes 
in the knowledge that some smal] fraction of 
their financial venture was given to the relief 
of suffering in Ireland. 

Mr. Bishop Harman, Treasurer, replying to 
the criticism that insufficient funds were 
spent on scientific research, said that the 
amount devoted to that object last year was 
£43,726. 

Dr. 8. Morton Mackenzie reported that 
the Association’s membership stood at the 
“record ” figure of 35,676. There were 
21,500 general practitioners in the country, 
more than two-thirds of them being engaged 
in National Health Insurance work. Of the 
2,200 consultants, five per cent. were women, 

INCIDENCE OF CANCER. 

Mr. Souttar said that it had been a. great 
‘disappointment ‘that. while, in connection 
with the Association’s research into the in: 
cidence of cancer, 3,500 practitioners offered 
to send in statistics, only 820 did so. That 
was. probably due to a misunderstanding. 
“ What we want,” he added, “is informa- 
tion about the cases of cancer that practi- 
tioners have under their observation. It is 
of vital importance at this time, when the 
question of the value of radium is under dis- 
cussion, that we should know exactly where 
we stand in regard to four widespread 
varieties of cancer.” 

The meeting adopted a proposal that in 
future there should be no “advance book- 
ing” by delegates until the morning of the 
opening session.

HOPES FROM THE 
NEW ACT. 


THE SALARY GRIEVANCE. 
i eet ee 
TT" was a large attendance of dele- 


gates at the annual Cougress of the 
Irish Agricultural and ‘Technical In- 
struction Officers’ Organisation in the 
Technical Institute, Parnell square, Dublin, 
eáil Mr. J. Kelly, Carlow, presided. 
The Chairman, in his address to the 
delegates, dealt with the Vocational Educa- 
tion. Act, and raid that risk of the collapse 
of vovational education through the refusal 
of a local authority to levy the rate was 
definitely removed by the Act. The com- 
mittees now had an assured income, and 
could formulate schemes for the future 
without having to feel the menace of funds 
being -withheld through the refusal of the 
rating authority to levy the rate. This 
meant the placing of vocational education on 
a sectire foundation. ‘The powers conferred 
on the Minister to prescribe mandatory scales 
of salaries for officers of committees was no 
less important than those prescribing the 
mandatory rate. There was no greater bar to 
efficiency in the performance of officers’ 
duties than discontent with the conditions 
under which they laboured, and ene great 
cause of this discontent was inadequate re- 
muneration and unsatisfactory conditions of 
service. This Department had already stated 
that the whole question of salaries would be 
considered, and he hoped that it would be 
satisfactorily settled before the commence- 
ment of the next session. 


CONTINUATION SYSTEM. 

Referring to the duty placed on committees 
by Parts fir. and V, of the Act to establish 
and maintain a system of continuation éduca- 
tion and provide for the progressive develop- 
ment of such system, the Chairman said that 
the operations under that section would be 
necessarily slow, particularly im rural areas, 
for want of suitable accomaebdatiin as regards 
school rooms and the supply of teachers. The 
success Of vocational education depended wholly 
on the educational equipment of the young 
pupils, and provision for this form of educa- 
tion was of urgent necessity, especially in 
rural districts. The development of vocational 
education was in serious being 
hampered for want of funds. 

It was to be hoped that the Department of 
Education would come to the rescue by su 
Is the increased rates levied by the 
ocal authorities to ap extent that would 
enable the new activities to proceed. During 
the passage of the bill through the Dail, the 
impression had been given that pound for 
Ea would be granted by the Department 
rom the extra funds produced by the rates. 
The expenditure on teachers’ equipment and 
on the appointment of new teachers was a 
necessary item in the inauguration of a coim- 
prehensive programme, and. it would be un- 
fortunate if the hopes centred in the new Act 
were to be . deferred owing to a 
policy of so-called economy, which 
would, in reality, be no economy at all, as 
it would eventually impair the economic 
efficiency of those who would be the future 
builders of the prosperity of the State. 


STABILITY. 

The Agricultural Act of 1931, placed. on 
a firm footing—free from the instability- that 
characterised the former Act—the whole 
fabric of agricultural education, provided the 
farmers with a means of enabling the rising 
generation to develop their industry on sound 
economic and scientific lines. The import- 
ance of that could not be over-emphasised, 
having regard to the fact that the whole 
prosperity of the country was largely de- 
pendent on the extent to which agriculture 
could be made a paying prorpusition. 

It was time that the country abandoned 
the idea. prevalent so long, that education 
Is needed only for what had been called 
the professions, the Civil Service and school 
teachers. The Agricultural Act, combined 
with the Vocational Education Act, furnished 
the machinery by which those engaged in 
agriculture, trade. industry and com- 
merce could obtain an education suitable to 
their needs. and make.the whole workin 
community capable of helping themselves and 
their fellows. The schemes of agricultural 
education and improvement of live stock 
hitherto in operation had justified themselves 
by their results to the community ; but so far 
they had done no more than demonstrate the 
urgent need for further development. 


IMPORTANCE OF RESEARCH. 

“ Farmers,” he said. “ whether described 
as small or large, recognise to-day the value 
of education and research in the treatment of 
soils and the breeding and feeding of live 
stock, ' 

The need, se continued, for accommodation 
and eguipment for lectures and classes, was 
already pressing, and whilá the funds at the 
disposal of Committees of Agriculture were 
now greater than previously, those funds 
would barely be sufficient to finance the 
working schemes. Consequently, the pro- 
vision of a special grant for capital expendi- 
ture would become urgent in the immediate 
future. 

In conclusion, the Che‘gman egid that. 
although they might now feel fairly safe 
under the conditions governing their appoint- 
ment; nevertheless problems would arise 
under the operation of the new Acts that 
would call for joint effort, and, therefore, it 
would be regrettable that anything should 
be done in haste at the conferent¢e that might 
react in such a manner as to stampede a 
sectional association into action, which would 
be unable, alone, to bring the matter to a 
satisfactory issve. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman was 
proposed by Mr, J. J. O'Connor, Cork. 

In seconding it, Mr. P. Hickey, Ennis- 
corthy, said that he thought the time had 
come when they should insist on getting fair 
and reasonable treatment from the authori- 
ties.. The question of salaries had been put 
off repeatedly. 

SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

In his annual report Mr. F. McNamara, 
General Secretary, said that the attention 
of the Central Executive Committee had 
largely been taken up during the year in 
urging on the Minister for Education the 
pressing need for exercising his powers to 
prescribe mandatory _ salaries. Statistics 
showed that the remuneration of technical 
teachers in the Saorstat compared very un- 
favourably with that of other classes of 
teachers and officers. Attention was drawn 
to the fact that there are no mandatory 
scales for any technical teachers, and only 
two inadequate “ permissive’’ scales; with 
the result that teachers doing similar work 
and in similar service had different salaries in 
different counties, and even in the same 
county; and that a number of highly efficient 
officers, with service approaching thirty 
years, had not vet reached the meagre ‘‘ per- 
missive’ maximum of £200, and £150 for 
women, plus bonus, which is supposed to be 
reached in about ten vears. 

The Executive Committee finally submitted 
scales for approval, and sent a depntation 
to the Minister for Education on Weenesday 
last, when the whole matter was discussed. 
The principal point submitted was that at 
present in the case of the majority of 
teachers and officers the salary was a matter 
for the individual committees, and was not 
arranged according to a scale. Increases had 
to be applied for, and the result largely 
depended on the canvassing power of the 
officer concerned. Teachers of similar status 
and ‘@ervice were conséquently paid dif- 
ferently, according to local and other circum- 


stances, 
SALARY SCALES. 

A resolution was passed by the Congress, 
regretting that suitable scales of salary had 
not yet been fixed by the Minister for Edu- 
cation, under the Vocational Education Act, 
and strongly protesting against the undue 
delay that had taken place in meeting the 
demands put forward in this connection. The 
Minister was requested to have the adequate 
scales of salary put into operation as from 
April Ist, 1931, placing every officer at the 
place in the scale to which his years of ser- 
vice entitled him, | 

A resolution in the name of the County 
Kerry Regional Committee requested the 
Department of Education, when advertising
